To the Honorable Chairman and Members of the 

Committee on Revision of the Laws, 

House of Representatives: 

As Reviser of the Statutes for your committee, and performing 
my duties under your direction and supervision, I have the honor to 
herewith submit my report on the general codification and revision 
of the various and sundry Acts of Congress affecting common carriers 
of interstate and foreign commerce and within the District of Colum- 
bia, which subject was assigned to me by your committee for prepar- 
ation in code form. 

In the performance of my duties I have adhered to and followed 
the general plan of the Commission to Revise and Codify the Laws, 
created by Act of Congress of June 4, 1897, the final report of which 
was made to the Congress December 15, 1906: 

First. I have endeavored to bring together all statutes and parts 
of statutes relating to the same subjects; 

Second. I have omitted redundant and obsolete enactments; 
Third. I have made such alterations as seemed necessary to 
reconcile the contradictions, supply the omissions, and amend the 
imperfections of the original text: 

Fourth. I have proposed and embodied in the revision such 
changes in the substance of existing law as in my judgment were 
necessary and advisable. 

All changes Have been carefully noted by me throughout the 
preparation of this bill, and special attention has been directed to 
sucn changes as they occur in tfje sections by the accompanying 
explanatory notes which I have prepared thereon. 

1 present the bill in such manner as to call your attention and the 
attention of the Congress, both to existing law and to the changes 
made in the original text. This will be accomplished by a supple- 
mentary report to the bill wherein the existing law will be found 
upon one page, and on the page exactly opposite will be found the 
text embodied in this bill, in which all new matter proposed is printed 
in italics, so that by a mere visual inspection of the supplementary 
report your attention and the attention of the Congress will be 
directed, to the fact as to whether there is any change proposed in 
the section and the nature and character of such change. This sup- 
plementary report will be known as Part Two of the report of your 
committee on the bill. 

Annexed to this report your committee will find an Appendix A 
and Appendix B. Appendix A contains a tabulated list of each Act 
which. is brought into the bill, the date of the Act, the chapter, sec- 
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tion, and page of the volume of the United States Statutes at Large 
in which I nave found the Act, and in cases where paragraphs are con- 
tained in the Act they are also noted, with proper reference to the 
section of the bill in which you will find codified and revised that 
section or those sections of tne Act or Acts from which the text of 
this bill is taken. Appendix B contains a tabulated statement of the 
Acts specifically repealed heretofore or omitted from the bill and 
whatever sections of the Kevised Statutes which have either been 
repealed or omitted, as the case may be, and in every event a reason 
assigned for such an omission. 

Following the plan adopted by the Commission in codifying and 
revising the laws, I have placed the various sections of the several 
Acts in places where I deemed they most appropriately belonged. 

It might be well for me to direct the attention of your committee 
to the fact that the Act upon which the bill embracing this title is 
based iftthe Act of February 4, 1887, entitled "An Act to Regulate 
Commerce." The numerous Acts of Congress since February 4, 1887, 
which are amendatory of the Act to Regulate Commerce in most 
instances have amended the various sections of the original Act in 
their entirety. For instance, section 6 of the Act of February 4, 
1887, is amended in its entirety by the Act of March 2, 18§9j3ection 1, 
and later Acts amend some other section of the Act of M nSr ft ? 4, 1887, 
until the codification and revision is narrowed down to several late 
Acts; although we have numerous amendatory Acts which partially 
amend the various sections by adding to, or repealing a part of, the 
original Act. We also have numerous other Acts whicn relate to 
the subject of interstate and foreign commerce. 

I want to direct the attention of the committee to the Act of 
March 4, 1913, 37 Stat. L., pp. 974-906, entitled "An Act Making 
appropriations to provide for the expenses of the Government of the 
District of Columbia for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, nineteen 
hundred and fourteen, and for other purposes," section eight of which 
creates a Public Utilities Commission, in which jurisdiction is vested 
over the public utilities within the District of Columbia, and which 
takes away entirely from the Interstate Commerce ^Commission the 
supervision and jurisdiction which it formerly by law was required 
to'exercise over the common carrieA within the District of Columbia. 
In indexing, codifying, and revising the numerous paragraphs under 
section eight of the above-mentioned Act, I have blended together 
the several paragraphs relating to the same subject-matter, . and 
have formed one hundred and fifteen sections from the paragraphs 
and have made a separate and distinct chapter in the proposed bill, 
under the caption of " Public Utilities Commission, District of 
Columbia. 7 ' 

I also wish to direct the attention of your committee to the Act 
of October 15. 1914, entitled "An Act to supplement existing laws 
against unlawful restraints and monopolies, and for other purposes", 
commonly called "The Clayton Anti-trust Act": Section 9 of this 
Act makes it a felony for any president, director, officer or manager 
of any firm, association or corporation engaged in commerce as a 
common carrier, to embezzle, steal, abstract or wilfully misapply, or 
wilfully permit to be misapplied, any of the moneys, funds, credits, 
securities, property or assets of such firm, association or corporation, 
arising or accruing from, or used in, such commerce, in whole or in 
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part, or wilfully or knowingly converts the same to his own use or to 
the use of another. This section clearly belongs in the Criminal Code; 
but as we have a separate and distinct Title on Combinations in 
Restraint of Trade which will be codified and revised when your com- 
mittee so directs, this Section 9, together with the other sections of 
the Clayton Anti-trust Act, will be brought into the revision in appro- 
priate places. Section 10 of the Clayton An ti- trust Act prohibits any 
common carrier engaged in commerce from having any dealings in 
securities, supplies or other articles of commerce, or from making or 
having any contracts for construction or maintenance of any kind, to 
the amount of more than $50,000, in the aggregate, in any one year, 
with another corporation, firm, partnership or association when the 
said common carrier shall have upon its board of directors or as its 
president, manager or as its purchasing or selling officer, or age it in 
the particular transaction, any person who is at the same time a direc- 
tor, manager, or purchasing or selling officer of, or who has any sub- 
stantial interest in, such other corporation, firm, partnership or asso- 
ciation, unless and except 3uch purchases shall be made from, or such 
dealings shall be with, the bidder whose bid is the most favorable to 
such common carrier, to be ascertained by cbmpetitive bidding under 
regulations to be prescribed by rule or otherwise by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, etc., etc. At first glance tne provisions of 
this section would clearly belong in the code of laws governing com- 
mon carriers; but after careful consideration and deliberation I have 
concluded that it is inadvisable to extract from the Anti-trust Acts 
such sections of law, which, when standing alone, might not have the 
same effect as was originally intended, and especially as we have a 
separate Title in which such Acts properly belong. 

Attention is also invited to the Act of October 22, 1913, "An Act 
making appropriations to supply urgent deficiencies in appropria- 
tions for the fiscal year nineteen hundred and thirteen, and for other 
purposes," a part of which is devoted to repealing a part of the Act 
of June 18, 1910, which was the Act creating a Commerce Court in 
the District of Columbia. That part of the Act of June 18, 1910, 
dealing with the creation, etc., of the Commerce Court, wa3 made a 
part of the Judicial Code of March 3, 1911, sections 200 to 214, both 
inclusive. Prior to the time of the creation of the Commerce Court 
proceedings for violations of orders of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission were had in the Circuit Courts of the United States, and by 
the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 539, this jurisdiction is taken 
from the Circuit Courts and vested in the Commerce Court. The 
Judicial Code of March 3, 1911, chapter 13, section 289, abolished the 
Circuit Courts. The Act of October 22, 1913, 38 Stat. L., pp. 219-221, 
abolished the Commerce Court and vested all jurisdiction in common 
carrier cases in the various district courts. I have analyzed these 
Acts for the purpose of calling the attention of the committee to the 
fact that while the Act of Octol er 22, 1913, specifically dea^ with 
common carriers and Interstate Commerce Commission case3, it does 
not properly belong in the bill now before you, as it is strictly Judicial 
Code legislation. However, as the commission had heretofore pro- 
vided in this Title for final appeals in cases from the circuit courts, I 
have carried the appealing provisions from the district court; but 
only to this extent have I dealt with the Act of October 22, 1913. 
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I direct the attention of your committee to chapters three, four, 
and six of this bill particularly: Chapter three deals with safety 
appliances on railroad cars, and in this connection, we have the Act of 
February 17, 1911, 36 Stat. L., pp. 913-916, " An Act to promote the 
safety of employees and travelers upon railroads by compelling com- 
mon carriers engaged in interstate commerce to equip their locomo- 
tives with safe and suitable boilers and appurtenances thereto," 
which Act I have placed under a separate chapter, known as chapter 
four of the bill. I did this instead of blending it in with the provisions 
of chapter three, for the reason that the provisions of chapter three 
could not apply in every instance to the provisions of tne Act of 
February 17, 1911, and vice versa. Chapter six of the bill is also 
new legislation, found in the Act of July 15, 1913, 38 Stat. L., pp. 
103-108, " An Act providing for mediation, conciliation, and arbitra- 
tion in controversies between certain employers and their employees." 
This Act supersedes the Act of June 1, 1898, relating to mediation 
and arbitration of controversies between railway companies and cer- 
tain classes of their employees, and expressly repeals it in its entirety. 
I have therefore placed the Act of July 15, 1913, in the place of the 
Act of June 1, 1898. # 

I invite the attention of your committee to chapter five of your bill, 
which deals with the care of animals in transit; that is, interstate 
transportation of animals. This chapter is derived from the Act of 
June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., pp. 607, 608, entitled " An Act to prevent 
cruelty to animals while in transit by railroad or other means of 
transportation from one State or Territory or the District of Columbia 
into or through another State or Territory or the District of Columbia, 
and repealing sections forty-three hundred and eighty-six, forty- 
three hundred and eighty-seven, forty-three hundred and eighty- 
eight, forty-three hundred and eighty-nine, and forty-three hundred 
and ninety of the United States Revised Statutes." As the title of 
the Act itself states, those sections of the Revised Statutes which 
dealt with the transportation of animals are specifically repealed, and 
the Act of June 29, 1906, takes their place in chapter five of your bill. 

In the revision of the general ar*d permanent laws I have encoun- 
tered many difficult questions of construction, which required for 
intelligent solution a thorough research into the history and purpose 
of the legislation, and with the exception of the provisions of the Clay- 
ton Anti-trust Act and the Act of October 22, 1913, abolishing the 
Commerce Court, all the Acts touching upon the subject of common 
carriers of interstate and foreign commerce have been blended into 
this bill, and my reasons for omitting the provisions of the Clayton 
Anti-trust Act, and the Act abolishing the Commerce Court have been 
above assigned. 

During the progress of my labors I became impressed with the 
difficulty of making a correct revision without the exercke of the 
most painstaking care and precaution, and to this end, after havirg 
revised, perfected, and printed thje several chapters under this Title, I 
transmitted copies of the same to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and the Public Utilities Commission for the closest sciutiry by 
the members of those commissions, and requestirg that any imper- 
fections and errors be noted, and it is my purpose, upon receiving 
their reports on the various sections of this bill, to immediately trans- 
mit the same to your committee. 
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The numbering of the sections of the revision under this Title has 
commenced with number one and continued in numerical order until 
completed. 

In my notes on the sections of this bill, which follow these intro- 
ductory remarks, I have explained the status of the text of the sec- 
tions from the origin of the text to date. This was done for the pur- 
pose of affording your committee a condensed analysis of what each 
section contains, as well as for the purpose of furnishing a ready index 
to the original text. 

During the preparation of this bill I have had the undivided atten- 
tion and the earnest co-operation of the clerk of your committee, and 
to him is largely due the credit for the early completion of this Title 
assigned to mo for revision.

NOTES ON THE SECTIONS; 



CHAPTER ONE. 

REGULATIONS OF TRANSPORTATION. 

Section 1 : This section is taken from paragraph 1 of section 7 of 
the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 544. The section was originally 
derived from a part of section 1 of the Act of February 4, 1887, 
24 Stat. L., 379, c. 1C4, the first Act regulating commerce which we 
have. The Act of February 4, 1887, was amended by the Act of 
June 29, 19C6, 34 Stat. L., 548, c. 3591, and by the Act of June 18, 
1910, section 1 is amended and re-enacted in its entirety. The 
remaining paragraphs composing section 7 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 
appear in sections 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, and 7 of this bill. The words "chap- 
ter and of chapter two of this Act" are substituted for the word 
" Act", for the reason that the Act in question is revised in chaptera 
1 and 2 of this bill. The word " chapter" in this section is substituted 
for the word "Act", for the reason that that part of the Act of 
June 18, 1910, which relates to transportation of passengers, etc., is 
revised in chapter 1 of this bill. 

Section 2: This section is derived from the second paragraph of 
section 7 of the Act of June 18, 1910, and its status from time to time 
is the same as explained in note on section 1 of this bill. The word 
"chapter" is substituted for the word "Act"; otherwise, there is no 
change. 

Section 3: This section is paragraph 3 of section 7 of the Act of 
June 18, 1910, the status of which is the same as is explained in note 
on section 1. The word "chapter" is substituted for the word 
"Act"j otherwise, no change. 

Section 4: This section is taken from the fourth paragraph of 
section 7 of the Act of June 18, 1910. The word "chapter'* sub- 
stituted for the word "Act", for the reason that the requirements 
referred to are contained in chapter 1 of this bill. 

Section 5: This section is derived from paragraph 5 of section 7 
of the Act of June 18, 1910, which paragraph amends and re-enacts 
that part of section 1 of the Act of June 29, 19C6, 34 Stat. L., 548, 
c. 3591, forbidding free transportation, with certain exceptions. 
"Chapter" is substituted for "Act", for the reason that that part of 
the Act in question is revised in chapter 1 of the bill. The word 
"section" is substituted for "paragraph"; "anjr" substituted for 
" this"; "of this section" inserted for correct revision, all on account 
of that particular paragraph being made a section; otherwise there 
is no change. [Sco note on Sec. 18.] 

Section 6: This section is taken from paragraph 6 of section 7 of 
tho Act of June 18, 1910, which is amendatory of section 1 of the 
Act of June 29, 19(6, 34 Stat. L., 585. The section is existing law 
and no change therein is made. The worc 7 s "From and after May 
first, nineteen hundred and eight" are omitted as unnecessary.

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Section 7 : This section is taken from paragraph 7 of section 7 of 
the Act of June 18, 1910, which amencs section 1 of the Act of 
June 29, 19C6, 34 Stat. L., 585; "chapter" is substituted for "Act", 
as that part of the Act of June 18, 1910, containing the requirement, 
etc., referred to in paragraph 7, is revised in chapter 1 of the bill, 
and section 1 of the bill makes the provisions of chapters 1 and 2 of 
the bill applicable to certain common carriers, and in these chapters 
is revised the Act of February 4, 1887, and amendatory Acts thereof; 
reference section numbers appearing in this section are* for the 
purpose of correct revision. 

Section 8: Tiiis section is derived from paragraphs 11 and 12 of *-**~~7 f. 
the Act of June 29, 19C6, 34 Stat. L., 595, which is one of the first 
requirements of a common carrier engaged in interstate transporta- 
tion. This section, as all other sections taken from the various 
paragraphs and sections of the Acts brought into this bill, is placed 
where it appears to most appropriately belong. The word "that", 
at the beginning of paragraph 12, is omitted, which is a practice we 
have generally observed through the entire bill. 

Section 9 : This section is existing law derived from section 2 
of the Act of February 4, 1887, 24 Stat. L., 379. This section is as 
originally enacted and is one of the few sections of the Act of Feb- 
ruary 4, 1887, which has not been amended, "chapter" is substi- 
tuted for "Act," as the carriers subject to the provisions of the Act 
are brought into chapter 1 of this bill. 

Section 10: This section is derived from section 3 of the Act of 
February 4, 1887, which is another one of the few sections of that 
Act which has not been amended since its passage; but the proviso 
which appears, at ^he end t)f this section is^taken from the eighth 
paragraph o£tB?^ct of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 587, c. 3591, 
which provides for militaiy traffic in time of war, and as the original 
section 3 of the Act of February 4, 1887, forbids any undue prefer- 
ences, it is deemed appropriate to blend this proviso in the Act of 
June 29, 1906, in this section, as it makes an exception by permitting 
preference and precedence in time of war or threatened war, upon 
the demand of the President of the United States. The word 
"chapter" is substituted for the word "Act." 

Section 1 1 : This section was originally taken from section 4 ^ ^> 
of the Act of February 4, 1887, but was amended by section 8 of the » ^ 
Act of June 18, 1910, and this section constitutes the first para- 
graph of section 8 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 547, and 
the second paragraph of section 8 of said Act of June 18, 1910, is 
carried in section 12 of this bill. The word "chapter" is substituted 
for "Act"; the word "amendatory" is omitted as unnecessary for 
revision; otherwise, there is no change. 

Section 12: This section is derived from the second paragraph 
of section 8 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 548, and is existing law. 
The section 8 of said Act of June 18, 1910, re-enacts section 4 of 
the original Act regulating commerce, approved February 4, 1887. 

Section 13: This section is the original section 5 of the Act of 
February 4, 1887, and is one of the few sections which haJLnot been 
amended since its approval^The word "chapte r" is substituted 
for the word "Act"; otherwise/There is no change. 

Section 14: This section is taken from the first paragraph of 
section 11 of the Act of August 24, 1912, 37 Stat. L., 566, entitled 
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"An Act to provide for the opening, maintenance, piotection, and 
operation of the Panama Canal, and the sanitation and government 
of the Canal Zone," which amends section 5 of the Act to regulate 
commerce, approved February 4, 1887, which section is revised in 
section 13 oi this bill. The words " provisions of this chapter and 
of chapter two of this Act" are substituted for "Act to regulate com- 
merce," for the reason that the Act to regulate commerce is revised 
in chapters 1 and 2 of this bill, and these words are substituted 
for correct revision. The words "From and after the first day of 
July, nineteen hundred and fourteen" are omitted as unnecessary, 
as the date when the provisions of that pait of section 11 of the 
Panama Canal Act were to become operative has elapsed. 

Section 15: Thi3 section is taken from the second paragraph of 
£ c-^- tl ^the Act of August 24, 1912, which confers jurisdiction on the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to determine questions of fact as to the 
competition or possibility of competition of common carriers in the 
Canal Zone. The italics within this section are for the purpose of a 
correct revision. The word "section," appearing in italics, is sub- 
stituted for "paragraph." 

Section 16: This section is derived from paragraph 3 of section 
11 of the Panama Canal Act, August 24, 1912. The words "beyond 
July first, nineteen hundred and fourteen" are left to remain in this 
section as the date from which an extension may be asked for, and 
granted or refused, as the case may be; the words "provisions of this 
chapter and of chapter two of this Act" are substituted for "Act to 
regulate commerce and all amendments thereto." 

Section 17: This section is derived from the fourth paragraph of 
. li n^ the Panama Canal ActrfAugust 24, 1912, which is a prohibitory para- 
' graph for coastwise or ioreign trade vessels to use the Canal, if such 
vessels are owned, chartered, operated, or controlled by any person 
or company doing business in violation of our Anti-trust laws, and 
the words "or the provisions of the Act of Congress approved October 
fifteenth, nineteen hundred and fourteen, entitled ' An Act to supple- 
ment existing laws against unlawful restraints and moncpolies, and 
for other purposes/ " are inserted to make the section apply to our 
Anti-trust provisions in the Act of October 15, 1914, commonly called 
the Clayton Anti-trust Act. 

Section 18: This section is derived from section 9 of the Act of 
March 2, 1889, 25 Stat. L., 862, c. 382, and from the Act of February 
8, 1895, 28 Stat. L., 643, c. 61, entitled "An Act to amend section 
twenty-two of An Act to regulate commerce, as amended March 
second, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine." This section is based 
on section 22 of the Act of February 4, 1887, permitting certain trans- 
portation, storage, or handling of property free or at reduced rates in 
certain cases. There are quite a number of Acts and parts of Acts 
which deal with the subject of free transportation and with restric- 
tions as to free transportation. Section 9 of the Act of March 2, 1889, 
which amends section 22 of the Act of February 4, 1887, provides for 
free carriage, storage, or handling of property free or at reduced rates 
in certain cases, and for the free carriage of destitute and homeless 
persons transported by charitable societies, and permits the issuance 
of mileage, excursion or commutation passenger tickets, and also 
permits giving reduced rates to ministers of religion, or to municipal 
governments for the transportation of indigent persons, etc., etc. 
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The latter part of this section 18, which is derived from the Act of 
February 8, 1895, provides for interchangeable mileage tickets. 
First ta&e the Act of June 29, 1606, section 1, the part of which is 
revised in section 5 of this bill, which prohibits passes, with certain 
exceptions, and in this same section 5, in which is codified the Act of 
April 13, 1908, 35 Stat. L., 60, c. 103, which amends in its entirety 
the fourth paragraph of section 1 of the Act of June 29, 1906, from 
which said section 5 is taken, both Acts prohibiting passes, with cer- 
tain exceptions; then take the Act of June 18, 1910, section 7, para- 
graph 5, which supersedes the Act of April 13, 1908, and the fourth 
paragraph of the Act of June 29, 1906, dealing with free transporta- 
tion over the lines of common carriers, and although these Acts do 
not expressly repeal one another or the particular paragraph or 
paragraphs with which they deal, the last mentioned paragraph 5 of 
section 7 of the Act of June 18, 1910, entirely supersedes that particu- 
lar part of the Acts of June 29, 1906, and April 13, 1908, respectively, 
and really touches upon section 22 of the Act of March 2, 1889, which 
is revised in this section 18 of the bill. The various paragraphs and 
sections of these various Acts are reviewed in order to draw the line 
of demarkation as distinctly as possible, and it will be noted that 
this section 18 is dealing with the transportation, etc., of property and 
not persons, and there is placed on the existing law side of report 
part two the sections of the various Acts in order that it might be 
seen that the sections really deal with two things: Free transporta- 
tion of property, and persons. The words " chapter or in chapter 
two of this Act" are substituted for the word "Act," as the Act in 
question is revised in chapters 1 and 2 of this bill; the word " chapter," 
where used the second time, is substituted for the word "Act" because 
the common carriers amenable to the Act in question, February 8, 
1895, are carried in chapter 1 of this bill. The reference section num- 
bers appearing in italics in this section are substituted for "six," for 
the reason that the reference numbers in italics take the place of 
section 6 of the Act of February 4, 1887, in which sections are revised 
the various paragraphs which compose the section 6. The exceptions 
in the first part of the section 18 of this bill are set off, as it is thought 
to be a better arrangement of the language therein contained. In 
connection with this section 18 of the bill, you must associate section 
5 of the bill: section 5 dealing with free transportation of persons, 
with certain exceptions, and section 18 dealing with free transporta- 
tion of property in certain cases and also the issuance of joint inter- 
changeable mileage tickets. 

Section 19: This section is taken from the latter part of the para- 
graph which composes the Act of February 8, 1895, 28 Stat. L., 643, 
c. 61, which is amendatory of section 22 of the Act of February 4, 
1887. The first part of this Act of February 8, 1895, is revised in 
section 1 8 of this bill. The section number appearing in italics within 
this section is necessary for revision and is substituted for " ten of this 
Act, "meaning section 10 of the Act of February 4, 1887, that part 
of which is revised in section 34 of this bill, which deals with violations 
of it$ provisions. 

Section 20: This section is derived from the first paragraph of 
section 2 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 584, which is an 
amendatory section of section 6 of the Act of February 4, 1887, upon 
which this section is based, and deals with schedules of rates which 
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are reauired of common carriers. The section also has blended into 
it the nrst paragraph of section 9 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. 
L., 544, wnich is an amendatory section of section 6 of the Act of 
February 4, 1887, and of section 2 of June 29, 1906, which gives the 
Commission the right to reject and refuse to file any schedule tendered 
by a common carrier for filing, which does not provide and give lawful 
notice of its effective dat3. Tin remaining part of section 9 of the 
Act of June 18, 1910, is revised in sections 24, 25, and 27 of this bill. 
The word " chapter" is substituted for "Act," because that part of 
the Act in question is codified and revised in chapter 1 of the bill; the 
words "Interstate Comnnrce" are inserted to improve the phrase-

Section 21: This section is derived from the second paragraph of 
section 2 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 586, which is 
amendatorv of section 6 of the Act of February 4, 1887, 24 Stat. L., 
380, and also of section 1, paragraph 1, of the Act of March 2, 1889, 
25 Stat. L., 855. The word " chapter" is substituted f >r the word 
"Act," for the purpose of revision. 

Section 22: This section is composed of paragraphs 3, 4, 5, and 6 
of section 2 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 586, 587, which 
is the amendatory section of section 1 of the Act of March 2, 1889, 
which amended original section 6 of the Act of February 4, 1887, 
dealing with advance notices in cases where rates, fares, and charges 
or joint rates, fares, and charges which have been filed and published 
are sought to be changed. The words "the provisions of this 
chapter" are substituted for "this Act;" "chapter" substituted for 
"Act," for the reason that all requirements therein contained, and 
the common carriers affected hereby, are revised in chapter 1 of this 
bill. The words " and by the two sections last preceding are inserted, 
as a part of the s^tion in question, section 6 of the Act of February 4, 
1887, which this section amends, appears in the two preceding sections 
of this bill. There is no further cnange. 

Section 23: This section is taken from a part of the tenth para- 
graph of section 2 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 587, and 
is extracted from paragraph 10 and placed here in the revision be- 
cause it provides the punishment for wilful failure to file and publish 
schedule of rates and fares, with which subject the last preceding 
several sections deal. The remaining part of this paragraph 10, 
from which this provision contained in section 2$ of the bill is taken, 
appears in sections 41 and 38 of this bill. The words "the provisions 
of this chapter" are substituted for "said Acts," for the reason that 
the said Acts in question are the amendatory Acts of the Act to 
regulate commerce. February 4, 1887, the provisions of which relating 
to the 'ling of tariffs, etc., are contained in chapter 1 of this bill; the 
words "the tlree sections last preceding" are substituted for "said 
Acts," for the reason that the requirements as to the printing and 
posting of schedules of rates and fares, etc., are prescribed in sections 
20, 21, and 22 of this bill; the words "or rates and charges" are 
inserted to improve the phraseology of the section, as it appears that 
these words were omitted f roTf) fflfe original text. 
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Section 24: This section is taken from the fourth paragraph of 
section 9 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 548, 549, which is 
one of the new paragraphs added to original section 6 of the Act of 
February 4, 1887, as amended by section 1 of the Act of March 2, 
1889. The words "the next succeeding 7 ' are inserted, for the reason 
that the requirement as to the information to be furnished on appli- 
cation is contained in the third paragraph of section 9 of the Act of 
June 18, 1910, which is made to follow this paragraph 4, which 
composes this section 24 of the bill. There is no further change. 

Section 25: This section is derived from paragraph 3 of section 9 
of the Act of June 18, 1910, 548, as refereed to in the note on section 
24 of this bill. It is one of the new paragraphs which section 9 of 
said Act adds qs an amendment to original section 6 of the Act of 
February 4, 1887, as amended by section 1 of the Act of March 2, 
1889. The word "chapter" is substituted for "Act," as the provi- 
sions to which it relates are revised in this chapter; the words "as 
provided in the section last preceding" are substituted for "herein- 
after in this section referred to," for the reason that this paragraph 3 
referred to the provisions of paragraph 4 and the order of the para- 
graphs are reversed in this revision and are placed where they appear 
to most appropriately belong. The section is existing law and there 
is no further cnange. 

Section 26: This section also deals with the filing of rates. It is 
derived from the seventh paragraph of section 2 of the Act of June 
29, 1906, ?A Stat. L., 587, which is amendatory ef section 6 of the 
Act of February 4, 1887, as amended by section 1 of the Act of 
March 2, 1889, 25 Stat. L., 855. The words "chapter or chapter 
two of this" are inserted for rejigjon, as the provisions referred to 
in the paragraph on existing law^of report part two are revised in 
chapters 1 and 2 of this bill; the wor,d "chapter" is substituted for 
"Act," as the definitions referred to are contained in this chapter; 
the word, "chapter," where it occurs alone the second time, is sub- 
stituted for "Act," for the reason that the rates, fares, and charges 
which are required to be filed and published are contained in this 
chapter; the words "chapter or in chapter two of this," appearing 
near the end of the section, are inserted for the same reason assigned 
for the insertion of these same words in the beginning of the section. 
There is no further change. 

Section 27: This section is taken from the second paragraph of 
section 9 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 548, which is an 
amendatory section of section 6 of the Act of February 4, 1887, as 
amended by section 1 of the act of March 2, 1889, which is the section 
dealing with schedules of rates, etc. This section 27 of the bill pro- 
vides the penalty for noncompliance with orders and regulations of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. The words "either of the 
three sections last preceding, or of sections twenty, twenty-one, or 
twenty-two" are inserted for revision, in the place of "this section," 
as "this section" relates to section 6 of the Act of February 4, 1887, 
which this section 9 of June 18, 1910, amends, and which section 6 is 
revised in sections twenty, twenty-one, and twenty-two of this bill, 
and the "three sections last preceding" embrace the other para- 
graphs of this amendatory section 9 of the Act of June 18, 1910; 
otherwise, there is no change. 

Section 28: This section embraces** six paragraphs of section 11 
of the Act of August 24, 1912, 37 Stat. L., 566-568, which amends. 
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section 6 of the Act of February 4, 1887, as amended by section 1 of 
the Act of March 2, 1889, and gives additional jurisdiction to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission over common carriers engaged in 
transportation by rail and water through the Panama Canal. It is 
brought into the bill in this particular place, following section 27 of 
the bill, which embraced the second paragraph of section 9 of the 
Act of June 18, 1910, which was an amendatory section of section 6 
of the Act of February 4, 1887, which this section 28 amends. In 
other words, it is made to follow the last revised piece of legislation 
dealing with section 9 of the Act of June 18, 1910, which amended 
section 6 of the Act of February 4, 1887, as previously amended by 
section 1 of the Act of March 2, 1889. The words "this chapter and 
chapter two of this Act," appearing in the first paragraph of section 
28 of this bill, are substituted for "the Act to regulate commerce, as 
amended June eighteenth, nineteen hundred and ten," for the reason 
that the Act to regulate commerce, as amended June 18, 1910, ia 
revised in chapters 1 and 2 of this bill. The words "the provisions 
of this chapter and of chapter two of this Act," appearing in the last 
paragraph of this section 28 of the bill, are inserted to take the place 
of "Act to regulate commerce," for the same reason assigned for the 
appearance of these words in paragraph 1 of this section 28. 

Section 29: This section deals with the institution of proceedings 
and the enforcement of orders in cases arising under the provisions 
of the entire section 11 of the Act of August 24, 1912, 37 Stat. L., 
566-568, which provisions are revised in sections 14, 15, 16, 17, 28, 
and this section of this bill. This section 29 is derived from the last 
paragraph of section 11 of the Act of August 24, .1912, 37 Stat. L., 
568, amending section 6 of the Act of February 4, 1887, as previously 
amended by section 1 of the Act of March 2, 1889, 25 Stat. L., .855. 
The first section numbers appearing in italics are necessary for revi- 
sion and are substituted for "this section," as "this section," as used 
in the existing law, is meant to embrace the entire section 11 of the 
Act of August 24, 1912. The words "sections seventy-six, seventy- 
Beven, seventy-eight, seventy-nine, eighty, and eighty^one >' are sui 
stituted for "section fifteen of the Act to regulate commerce, as 
amended June eighteen, nineteen hundred and ten," for the reason 
that section 15 of the said Act to regulate commerce, as amended by 
the Act of June 18, 1910, appear in the sections of the bill which are 
within this section cited.

The words "in this chapter" are inserted, and the word "herein" is 
omitted, as the copies of the schedules, etc., referred to, are provided 
for by the Acts and parts of Acts in this chapter codified and revised ; 
the word "by" is substituted for the word "under;" the words 
"chapter or of chapter two of this Act" are substituted for "Act," 
as the provisions referred to are carried in chapters 1 and 2 of this 
bill; the word "or" is substituted for the word "and" to improve 
the phraseology of the section; otherwise, there is no change. 

Section 31: This section constitutes the original section 7 of the 
Act of February 4, 1887, 24 Stet. L., 379. The word u chapter" is 
substituted for the word "Act," as the common carriers subject 
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thereto are specified in this chapter: the words " chapter or of chap- 
ter two of this Act" are substituted for "Act," as the provisions of the 
Act of February 4, 1887, are revised in chapters 1 and 2 of this bill. 

Section 32 : This section is derived from the original section 8 of the 
Act of February 4, 1887, 24 Stat. L., 379. The words "chapter or 
chapter two of this Act" are substituted for "Act," as the provisions 
of. the Act in question are revised in chapters 1 and 2 of this bill ; 
otherwise, there is no change. 

Section 33 : This section is the original section 9 of the Act of Feb- 
ruary 4, 1887, which has never been amended. The words "chapter 
or under chapter two of this Act" are substituted for the word "Act," 
as the provisions of the Act in question, relating to the liability of 
common carriers, are revised- in chapters 1 and 2 of this bill; there 
is no further change. 

Section 34 : This section is derh&ed from the first paragraph of sec- 
tion 10 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 549, which is an 
amendatory section to original section 10 of the Act of February 
4, 1887, as previously amended. The word "chapter" where it first 
appears in this section is substituted for the word "Act," as the pro- 
visions referred to are contained in chapter 1 of the bill; the words 
"chapter or in chapter two of this Act" are substituted for the word 
"Act," because it relates to any act, matter, or thing which is pro- 
hibited by the Act of February 4, 1887, revised in chapters 1 and 2 
of this bill. After the proviso the language is changed somewhat to 
more specifically state just what the punishment for unlawful dis- 
crimination in rates, etc., is, and to accomplish this, the words "as 
aforesaid" are omitted; the word "may" is substituted for "shall;" 
the word "such" is" inserted to act as a substitution for the words 
"herein provided for;" the words "be imprisoned" are substituted 
for "be liable to imprisonment;" the word "a" is substituted for 
"the," and the words "more than" are substituted for "for a term 
of (not) exceeding (two years), or both such fine and imprisonment, 
in the discretion of the -court;" there is no further change. 

Section 35: This section is derived from the second paragraph of 
section 10 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 549, and the 
italics appearing within the section are for the same purpose as is 
explained in note on section 34 of this bill. 

Section 36 : This section is derived from paragraph 3 of section 10 of 
the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 54$, and the italics appearing 
within the section are for the same purpose as is explained in note 
on section 34. 

Section 37: This section is derived from the fourth paragraph of 
section 10 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 550, which is 
amendatory of section 10 of the Act of February 4, 1887, as previously 
amended. The italics in this section are necessary for revision, and 
to accomplish a correct revision it is necessary to omit all words 
which appear useless, and in this section the existing law says that 
such person or such officer or agent of such corporation or company 
attempting to secure unjust discrimination from carrier, by bribery, 
etc., shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon con- 
viction thereof in any court of the United States of competent juris- 
diction within the district in which such offense was committed, be 
subject to a fine of not exceeding $5,000, or imprisoned in the peni- 
tentiary for a term of not exceeding 2 years, or both, in the discretion 
of the court, for each offense, etc., etc. This language has been re- 
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arranged and the existing law stated in a concise way and by omitting 
all superfluous language. Special attention is called to this section 
because there are numerous other sections in this bill which are 
changed in this way. The section in no wise departs from the intent 
and purpose of the Statute. It is presumed that one must be con- 
victed before a fine or a sentence is imposed, and that one must be 
tried and convicted in a court of the United States of compete^ 
jurisdiction. , 

Section 38 : This section is taken from a part of the tenth paragraph 
f ^^— -of the Act of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 587, 588, s. 2. The remaining 
part of this paragraph is revised in sections. 23 and 41 of this bill 
This section 38, in the main, has italics appearing therein for the 
same purpose as is explained in notes on sections 34 and 37, re- 
spectively. The words "chapter or chapter two of this Act" are 
substituted for "this Act or the A#t to regulate commerce and the 
Acts amendatory thereof," for the reason that the Acts referred to 
are revised in chapters 1 and 2 of this bill. There is no further change. 

Section 39: This section is derived from the twelfth paragraph of 
section 2 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 588, which is an 
amendatory section to section 6 of the Act of February 4, 1887, as 
amended by the Act of March 2, 1889, section 1. Italics appear in 
this section for the purpose of revision. Thi3 section 39 of the bill 
abo has blended into it the first part of paragraph 11 of said section 
2 of the Act of June 29, 1906, cfealing with the liability for acts of 
agents, etc., of common carriers. The latter part of this paragraph 
11 is made section 40 of this bill. The paragraph is thus divided and 
placed in such a way as best seems suited for the provisions which it 
contains. 

Section 40: This section is derived from the latter part of para- 
graph 11 of section 2 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 588, arf 
explained in note on section 39. Italics appear for revision. 

section 41: This section is derived from the first part of para- 
graph 10 of section 2 of the Act of June 29,. 1906, 34 Stat. L., 587, 
which is an amendatory section to section 1 of the Act of February 
19, 1903, 32 Stat. L., 847. The remaining part of this paragraph 
appears in sections 23 and 38 of this bill. The words " provisions of 
this chapter or of chapter two of this Act" are substituted for "Act 
to regulate commerce and the Acts amendatory thereof." In this 
section the word "offense" is offered in substitution for the word 
"misdemeanor" as a more comprehensive word to be used in such 
a general way; the words "and upon conviction thereof" are 
omitted as unnecessary; the words "the same" are substituted for 
"to like;" the words "in said Acts or by this Act" are omitted, as 
the italics in the beginning of the section cover those words; the 
word "elsewhere" is substituted for "herein," for the purpose of 
revision; the words "in this Act" are added for correct revision. 

Section 42: This section is taken from the second paragraph of 
section 6 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 544. The word 
"chapter" is substituted for the word "Act;" the words "within 
sixty days after the taking effect of this Act" are omitted as obsolete; 
the words "any district court" are substituted for "said commerce," 
as the commerce court was abolished by the Act of October 22, 
1913, 38 Stat. L., 219-221, and vests all jurisdiction of such cases in 
the various district courts. There is no further change. 
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CHAPTER TWO. 

INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION. 

Section 43: This section is derived from section 11 of the Act 
of February 4, 1887, 24 Stat. L., 379, and from section 8 of the Act 
of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 584, which deal with the creation, en- 
largement, etc., of the Interstate Commerce Commission, the ap- 
pointment, term of service, etc., of the members of said Commission. 
The substance of section 11 and section 8 of the Acts of February 4, 
1887, and June 29, 1906, respectively, i3 made section 43 of this bill, 
and all obsolete language is omitted. The words " chapter or oi 
chapter one of this Act" are substituted for "this Act/' having 
reference to the Act of February 4, 1887, which is revised in chapters 
1 and 2 of this bill. The section is existing law. 

Section 44: Tnis section is derived from the original section 18 of 
the Act of February 4, 1887, 24 Stat. L., 386, as amended by section 
7 of the Act of March 2, 1889, 25 Stat. L., 861, 862, and also from a 
part of section 13 of the Act of July 31, 1894, 28 Stat. L., 210, which 
provides the way by which the Interstate Commerce Commissioners 
shall be paid. That part of the Act of Mav 27, 1908, 35 Stat. L. f 
324, c. 200, is placed on the existing law side of report part two to 
show when the salary of the Commissioners and tne salary of the 
Secretary of the Commission was raised from $7,500 and $3,500 per 
annum, respectively, to $10,000 and $5,000 per annum, respectively. 
A part of section 8 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 595, which 
is an amendatory section to section 24 of the Act of February 4, 
1887, as previously amended, is placed on existing law side to show 
at what time the membership of the Commission was increased from 
five to seven. The codification and blending of the parts of tho 
various Acts is existing law. 

Section 45: This section is taken from original section 19 of the 
Act of February 4, 1887. The words " chapter or of chapter one of 
this Act" are substituted for "this Act," having reference to the 
Act of February 4, 1887, 24 Stat. L., 379, which is revised in chapters 
1 and 2 of this bill. 

Section 46 : This section is derived from the first paragraph of the 
Act of March 1, 1913, 37 Stat. L., 701, which is amendatory of sec- 
tion 19 of the Act of February 4, 1887, appearing in section 45 of 
this bill. This section 46 provides for the physical valuation of 
property of common carriers. The remaining paragraphs of the 
Act of March 1, 1913, appear in the following fifteen sections of the 
bill. The words "chapter and of chapter one of this Act" are 
substituted for "Act," as the Act referred to is the Act of February 
4, 1887, revised in chapters one and two of this bill. 

Section 47: This section is existing law, derived from the second 
paragraph of the Act of March 1, 1913, 37 Stat. L., 701. 

Section 48: This section is derived from the third paragraph of 
the Act of March 1, 1913, 37 Stat., 701, providing for tne valulation 
of real property. 

Section 49: This section is taken from paragraph 4 of the Act of 
March 1, 1913, 37 Stat. L., 701. 

Section 50: This section embraces paragraph 5 of the Act of 
March 1, 1913, 37 Stat. L., 701.

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Section 51: This section is derived from the sixth paragraph of 
the Act of March 1, 1913, 37 Stat. L., 701, 702. 

Section 52: This section is paragraph seven of the Act of March 1, 
1913. 

Section 53: This section is paragraph eight of the Act of March 1, 
1913. 

Section 54: This section is the ninth paragraph of the Act of 
March 1, 1913. The words "chapter and of chapter one of this" 
are inserted for revision, as the provisions referred to on existing 
law side are contained in the Act of February 4, 1887, of which this 
Act is amendatory, and the other Acts in connection therewith, 
which are revised in chapters 1 and 2 of this AaC^The word " chap- 
ter/' appearing in the latter part of this section, is substituted for 
the words "section and section twenty of this Act," as it is only

Section 56 : This section is taken from the eleventh paragraph of the 
Act of March 1, 1913, 37 Stat. L., 702, requiring common carriers to 
furnish to the Interstate Commerce Commission certain information 
to aid said Commission in making its valuation of the property of 
such common carriers. The words "chapter and of chapter one of 
this" are inserted instead letting the section applv to the Act of 
February 4, 1887, as stated on the existing law side of report part 
two, for the reason that said Act of February 4, 1887 is revised in 
chapters 1 and 2 of this bill. There is no further change in this 
section. 

Section 57: This section is taken from paragraph twelve of the 
Act of March 1, 1913, 37 Stat. L., 701, 703. It is existing law and 
no change is made therein. 

Section 58: This section is taken from the thirteenth paragraph 
of the Act of March 1, 1913, 37 Stat. L., 703. The words "this chap- 
ter and chapter one of this" are substituted for "the Act to regulate 
commerce, and the words "the provisions of this chapter and of 
chapter one of this" substitued for "Act approved February fourth, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, commonly known as 'The Act 
to regulat commerce/ and the various Acts amendatory thereof," 
as the Acts referred to are revised in chapters 1 and 2 of this bill. 
There is no further change in the section. 

Section 59 : This section is derived from the fourteenth paragraph 
of the Act of March 1, 1913, 37 Stat. L., 703, and no change is made 
therein. 

Section 60: This section embraces the fifteenth paragraph of the 
Act of March 1, 1913, 37 Stat. L., 703. The section numbers ap- 
pearing in italics in the first part of the section are substituted for 
**this section," as "this section" appearing in existing law applies 
to the sixteen paragraphs which compose the Act of March 1, 1913, 
37 Stat. L., 701-703, known as section 19a, which paragraphs of 
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section 19a are divided into sections and embrace sections 46, 47, 
48, 49, 50, 51, 52, 53, 54, 55, 56, 57, 58, 59, 60, and 61 of this bill. 
The section numbers appearing in italics at the end of this section 60 
of the bill are substituted for section sixteen of the Act to regulate 
commerce," as section 16 of the Act to regulate commerce (Act of 
February 4, 1887,) is revised in sections 82, 85, and 93 of this bill.

Section 62: This section is derived from section 6 of the Act of 
March 2, 1889, 25 Stat. L., 861, which amends in its entirety section 
17 of the Act of February 4, 1887, 24 Stat. L., 385, 386, upon which 
section this section 62 is based. This section is existing law and no 
change is made therein. " 

Section 63 : This section provides for thepublication of the reports 
and decisions of the Interalate Commerce Commission and is derived 
from the third paragrajm orthe Act of June 29 ; 1906, 34 Stat. L., 
589, which amends and reenacts the original section 14 of the Act of 
February 4, 1887, as amended by the Act of March 2, 1889. The 
first two paragraphs of this section 3 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 
appear in section 84 of this bill. Theg-e is no change in section 63. 

Section 64: This section is derived from section 8 of the Act of 
March 2, 1889, 25 Stat. L., 862, which reenacts the original section 
21 of the Act of February 4, 1887, upon which this section 64 is based, 
and from that part of the Act of October 2, 1888, 25 Stat. L., 530, 
Sundry Civil Appropriation Act, which requires the Interstate 
Commerce Commission o include in its annual report to Congress an 
itemized statement of the expenditures of the Commission, including 
the number of persons employed and the amount of compensation 
to each. This section 64 is the blend of the section 8 of tne Act of 
March 2, 1889, and that part of the Sundry Civil Act of October 2, 
1888. m 

Section 65: This section is derived from the first part of para- 
graph 1 of the Act of February 10, 1891, 26 Stat. L., 743, which is 
amendatory of section 12 of the Act of February 4, 1887, which deals 
with the scope, etc., of the Interstate Commerce Commission, and 
from the tenth paragraph of section 7 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 34 
Stat. L., 595, which authorizes the employment of special agents or 
examiners, and from section 4 of the Act of March 4, 1907, 34 Stat. 
L., 1417, which makes it the duty of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to execute and enforce the said Act of March 4, 1907, and 
also from section 4 of the Act of May 30, 1908, 35 Stat. L., 476, 
which requires the Interstate Commerce Commission to enforce 
the provisions of that Act, and also from section 6 of the Act of 
April 14, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 299, which requires the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to enforce the provisions of that Act, This sec-

this section are necessary for correct reference in the revision. The 
words " chapter and of chapters one, three, and eight' ' are inserted 
to carry out the authorization contained in the sections of the various 
Acts cited on existing law side for the enforcement of the provisions 
of the various Acts by the Interstate Commerce Commission, which 
are codified and revised in this chapter and in chapters 1, 3, and 8 
of this bill. The latter part of paragraph 1 of the Act of February 
10, 1891, which reenacts section 12 of the Act of February 4, 1887, 
and which this section 65 separates, appears in section 66 of this 
bill. " Hereby created' ' omitted as obsolete. 

Section 66 : This section is the latter part of paragraph 1 o.f the 
Act of February 10, 1891, 26 Stat. L., 743, which is amendatory of 
section 12 of the Act of February 4, 1887. The words " chapter and 
of chapter one of this Act" are substituted for "this Act," as "this 
Act" as used in existing law, refers to Act of February 4, 1887, which 
is revised in chapters 1 and 2 of this bill; otherwise, there is no 
change. 

Section 67: This section is derived from section 2 of the Act of 
February 19, 1903, 32 Stat. L.,'848, relating to the enforcement of 
the various statutes concerning interstate commerce. The words 
"of this chapter and of chapter one of this Act" are substituted 
for "of the statutes relatimg to interstate coAmerce;" the word "dis- 
trict" is substituted for "circuit," as the circuit courts were abolished 
by section 289 of the Judicial Code, approved March 3, 1911, and on 
account of the abolition of the Commerce court by the Act of October 
22, 1913, 38 Stat. L., 219, whjch vests all such jurisdiction in the 
various district courts. There is no further change in this section. 

Section 68: This section is derived from a part of section 3 of the 
Act of February 19, 1903, dealing with proceedings in equity when 
there is reasonable grounds for belief that a common carrier is en- 
gaged in the carriage of passengers or freight at less than the pub- 
fished rates on file, etc., etc. The word "district" is substituted 
for "circuit" for the same reason assigned in note on section 67 of 
this bill. The second sentence, commencing with "upon being 
satisfied," etc., etc., is made a new sentence by omitting the word 
"and" to improve the text of the section, as it is difficult to gather 
the proper connection as it now appears. The word "now, just 
before the beginning of the last sentence of the section, is omitted 
and left to read "as provided by law" instead of "as now provided 
by law." In the last sentence the word "chapter" is substituted 
for the word "Act" and also substituted for "Act approved Feb- 
ruary fourth, eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, entitled An Act 
to regulate commerce and the Acts amendatory thereof," for the 
reason that the Act referred to, providing the bringing of suits in 
such cases, and recovery of damages, etc., is containea in this chapter 
of the bill. The latter part of this section 3 of the Act of February 
19, 1903, 32 Stat. L., 848, the first part of which this sections 68 
embraces, is contained in section 91 of this bill. It relates to the 
compulsory attendance of witnesses, and requires the witness to 
answer on all subjects relating directly or indirectly to the matter 
in controversy, and compelling the production of books and papers, 
etc., etc. Its provisions are very similar to the provisions of sections 
69 and 70 of this bill, only sees. 69 and 70 relate to testimony before 
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Interstate Commission and sec. 91 deals with testimony in the 
courts. 

Section 69 : This section is a part of paragraph 1 of the Act of Feb- 
ruary 10, 1891, 26 Stat. L., 743, which is an amendatory Act of the 
Act of February 4, 1887, section 12. This section is one oi the sections 
referred to in note on section 68, and empowers the Commission to 
send for persons and papers, etc. In this section 69 is also brought 
paragraph 2, and a part of paragraph 3 of said Act of February 10, 
1891, which deals with the issuance of subpoenas, attendance oi wit- 
nesses, disobedience to Commission's subpoenas, etc. The last part 
of the third paragraph of the Act of February 10, 1891, 26 Stat. L., 
744, dealing with self-criminating testimony, is omitted, as it will be 
seen in section 70 of this bill that this phase of the law is entirely 
covered as taken from the Act of February 11, 1893, 27 Stat. L., 443. 
In this section 69 of the bill the words " chapter and of chapter one of 
this Act" are substituted for "this Act," for the reason that the Act 
in question is the Act of February 4, 1887, revised in this chapter and 
chapter one of this bill. The word "district" is inserted lor "cir- 
cuit," as the circuit courts have been abolished and the commerce 
court abolished (see section 289 of Judicial Code, and Act of October 
22, 1913, 38 Stat. L., 219). 

Section 70: This section is derived from a part of the Act of Feb- 
ruary 11, 1893, relating to testimony before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and from a part of the Legislative, Executive, and Judi- 
cial Appropriation Act of February 25, 1903, 32 Stat. L., 903, which 
contains a proviso exempting persons from prosecutions on account 
of testifying as to any transaction, matter, or thing in certain cases, 

?rovided that such persons do not commit perjury in so testifying, 
'he words "the provisions of chapters one and two of this Act" are 
substituted for " the Act of Congress, entitled, -'An Act to regulate 
commerce,' approved February fourth, eighteen hundred and eighty- 
seven, or of any amendment thereof," for the reason that the Acts 
referred to are contained in chapters 1 and 2 of this bill. 

Section 71 : This section embraces the remaining part of the Act of 
February 11, 1893, 27 Stat. L., 444, providing punishment for wit- 
nesses refusing to testify. The language in the last line of the section 
is slightly altered by omitting the word "by" and using the word 
"imprisoned" instead of "imprisonment" and omitting the word 
"for" and omitting the words "such fine and imprisonment." But 
these alterations do not constitute a change, but are simply a rear- 
rangement of the words. 

Section 72: This section is taken from a part of the fourth para- 
graph of the Act of February 10, 1891, 26 Stat. L., 744, relating to 
testimony by deposition. The section is generally revised to conform 
to existing law, as the paragraph from which this section is tal en pro- 
vides for such depositions to be taken before any commissioner of a 
circuit court or any clerk of a district or circuit court, and in this 
way is revised by inserting "United States" before the word "com- 
missioner" and omitting the word "circuit." This is on account of 
the abolition of the circuit court by section 289 of the Judicial Code. 
The remaining part of this paragraph 4 of the Act of February 10, 
1891 , the first part of which composes this section ?2, which deals with 
compulsory depositions, etc., appears in section 73 of this bill. 
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Section 73: This section embraces paragraphs 5, 6, and 7, and the 
latter part of paragraph 4 of the Act of February 10, 1891, 26 Stat. L., 
744, dealing with the testimony of witnesses and the manner of taking 
depositions, etc., including compulsory depositions. The word 
"chapter" is substituted for "Act," because the Act in question is 
carried in this chapter of the bill. 

Section 74: This section is derived from the first paragraph of sec^ 
tion 11 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 550, which is amenda- 
tory of section 13 of the Act of February 4, 1887. The words "chap- 
ter or of chapter one of this Act" are substituted for "Act," as the 
Act referred to is contained in this chapter and chapter 1 of this bill. 
The word "said" is substituted for "the common," to improve the 
phraseology of the section and thus obviate repetition; otherwise 
there is no change. 

Section 75: This section is derived from the second paragraph of 
section 11 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 551, which is 
amendatory of section 13 of the Act of February 4, 1887. The words 
"chapter or of chapter one of this Act" are substituted for "Act," 
as the Act referred to is the Act of February 4, 1887, revised in this 
chapter and chapter 1 of this bill; the word "thereof" substituted 
for "of this Act" for correct revision. 

Section 76: This section is derived from the first paragraph of 
section 12 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 551, which is 
amendatory of section 15 of the Act of February 4, 1887, which was 

Ereviously amended by section 4 of the Act of June 29, 1 906, 34 Stat. 
»., 584, the words appearing in italics in this section are necessary 
for correct revision; tney do not in any wise alter the existing law. 

Section 77: This section is derived from paragraph 2 of section 12 
of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 552. The words "June 
eighteenth, nineteen hundred and ten" are substituted for "the pas- 
sage of this Act: otherwise there is no change. 

Section 78 : This section is derived from paragraphs 3 and 4 of 
section 12 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 552, and is existing 
law. 

Section 79 : This section is taken from the fifth paragraph of sec- 
tion 12 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 553. The words 
"all cases" are substituted for "any case;" the words "chapter or of 
chapter one of this Act" and "in this Act" are necessary for revision. 
The section is existing law. 

Section 80: This section is derived from paragraphs 8 and 9 of 
section 12 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 553, 554, and from 
paragraph 7 of section 13 of said Act, and the reason for bringing 
into this section that part of section 13 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 
providing for penalty lor carrier not obeying orders made under the 
provisions of "section fifteen of this Act," is that the four sections 
just preceding section 80 of this bill constitute the section 15 of the 
Act of February 4, 1887, and amendatory provisions thereof. The 
words "by a common carrier subject to the provisions of this chapter" 
are substituted for "under this Act," which is necessary for correct 
revision and for the improvement of the phraseology of this section; 
the words "conferred upon the commission by this section and the 
four sections last preceding" are inserted in the place of "foregoing 
enumeration of," ior the reason that the powers referred to are con- 
tained in the four preceding sections of this bill. The italics, appear- 
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ing near the end of this section, have been explained above in this 
note as taking the place of section 15 of the Act of February 4, 1887. 
There is no further change in this section. 

Section 81 : This section embraces the sixth and seventh para- 
graphs of section 12 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 553, and 
the italics appealing within section 81 are necessary for correct 
revision. In the last sentence of the section, dealing with penalty 
for violation, the language is slightly altered for the purpose of re- 
vision, but contains no change, as the words "the next preceding 
paragraph of " are omitted, as the paragraph in question constitutes 
the first part of this section. The words "shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and for each offense, on conviction/ ' are omitted as 
entirely unnecessary. There is no further change in this section. 

Section 82: This section is derived from paragraphs 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 
and 6 of section 13 of the Act of June 18, 191 0, 36 Stat. L., 544, which 
is amendatory of section 16 of the Act of February 4, 1887, as pre- 
viously amended by the Acts of March 2, 1889, and June 29, 1906, 
respectively, which deals with the enforcement of the orders of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. The italics appearing in this 
section are for the purpose of revision and do not change the existing 
law. The word "thereafter" appearing in the section is substituted 
for the word "after." 

Section 83 : This section is derived from section 6 of the Act of 
June 29, 1906, which is a section made to follow section 16 of the Act 
of February 4, 1887, which was known as section 16a. This section 
83 is existing law, and the only change contained therein is the sub- 
stitution of the word " thereon y ' for the word "thereupon." 

Section 84 : This section is derived from the first and second para- 
graphs of section 3 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 589, which 
is amendatory of section 14 of the Act of February 4, 1887, as pre- 
viously amended by the Act of March 2, 1889. The section is existing 
law. The third paragraph of this section 3 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 
appears in section 63 of this bill. 

Section 85: This section is taken from the eleventh paragraph of 
section 13 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 555, which is 
amendatory of section 16 of the Act of February 4, 1887, as pre- 
viously amended by section 5 of the Act of March 2, 1889, and by 
section 5 of the Act of June 29, 1906. The words "proper district 
court" are inserted in lieu of "commerce court," as the commerce 
court was abolished by the Act of October 22, 1913, 38 Stat. L., 219, 
and jurisdiction vested in the various district courts. This section is 
existing law. 

Section 86 : This section is taken from a part of the Act of October 
22, 1913, 38 Stat. L., 219, whichprovides for review of final judgment 
by the United States Supreme Court. While this provision properly 
belongs in the Judicial Code, there appears to have heretofore •been 
carried a similar provision by the Commission created by Act of 
Congress June 4, 1897, 30 Stat. L., 58, which made its final report to 
Congress in December, 1906, in the revision, and the proper provision 
is here supplied. 

Section 87 : This section is derived from paragraphs 1 and 4 of 
section 7 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 593, 594, and from 
section 14 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 555, 556. The 
italics appearing within this section 87 are necessary for revision and 
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do not change existing law. The last sentence of this section 87, 
which is derived from the fourth paragraph of section 7 of the Act of 
June 29, 1906, is put in this particular place as properly belonging 
there. On existing law side of part two of report it follows paragraph 
1 of said section 7. 

Section 88: This section is taken from paragraphs 5, 6, and 8 of 
section 7 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 594, which is amenda- 
tory of section 20 of the Act of February 4, 1887. Italics appearing 
within this section are for the purpose of revision. The words special 
agent or" are inserted to make tne last part of the section conform to 
the first part of the section. The last part of the section is revised by 
omitting the words "shall be subject, upon conviction in any court of 
the United States of competent jurisdiction," as being unnecessary, 
and by rearranging some of the words in that part of tne section and 
inserting the words "not more than" 'in lieu of "for a term not 
exceeding." 

Section 89 : This section is derived from the ninth paragraph of 
section 7 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 594, which is amenda- 
tory of section 20 of the Act of February 4, 1887. The words " circuit 
and" are omitted — circuit court abplished by section 289 of the 
Judicial Code. Italics appearing within this section are for the 
purpose of correct revision. 

Section 90 : This section is taken from section 10 of the Act of March 
2, 1889, 25 Stat. L., 862, 863. The words "circuit and" omitted, for 
the same reason assigned in note on section 89; the words "chapters 
one and two of this Act" are substituted for " the act to which thi3 is 
a supplement and all Acts amendatory thereof," for the reason that 
the Act to which this is a supplement is the Act of February 4, 1887, 
and all Acts amendatory thereof, revised in chapters 1 and 2 of this 
bill; the word "chapter," inserted at the end of this section 90, is sub- 
stituted for "Act or the Act to which it is a supplement," for the 
reason that the other remedies referred to are provided for in this 
chapter. 

Section 91 : This section is derived from the latter part of section 3 
of the Act of February 19, 1903, 32 Stat. L., 848, 849, relating to 
compulsory attendance of witnesses and the production of books and 
papers, etc., the first part of which section 3 appears in section 68 
of this bill. The proviso extending immunity in certain cases to 
witnesses testifying is taken from the Act of June 30, 1906, 34 Stat. 
L., 798. "chapter" is substituted for "Act find the Acts to regulate 
commerce," for the reason that the proceedJAgs referred to under 
said Act are revised in this chapter of the bill, "district" is sub- 
stituted for the word "said," for the reason that the word "said" 
had reference to the first part of section 3 of the Act of February 19, 
1903, giving jurisdiction to the circuit courts, which were abolished 
by section 289 of the Judicial Code. In the proviso the italics are 
substituted for the Acts which are enumerated on existing law side 
of report part two under the Act of June 30, 1906, as the immunity 
provisions referred to are contained in this section 91 and section 70 
of this bill. The word " from " is inserted to supply an omission. The 
proviso, relating to precedence to be given cases, contained in the 
section 3 of the Act of February 19, 1903, is omitted, as* the Act 
approved February 11, 1903, providing for precedence in such cases, 
related entirely to cases in the circuit courts, which were abolished 
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by the Judicial Code, and the proviso herein appearing became 
inoperative. 

section 92: This section is derived from the Act of February 25, 
1909, 35 Stat: L., 649, which is amendatory of paragraph 7 of section 
7 of the Act of June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 594, which was amendatory 
of section 20 of the Act of February 4, 1887, as previously amended, 
providing punishment for the wilful making of false entries in 
accounts, etc., by common carriers. The section is existing law. 
The words "shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be 
subject, upon conviction in any court of the United States of com- 
petent jurisdiction," have been omitted as unnecessary; the words 
" shall be fined" are inserted. 

Section 93: This section is derived from paragiaphs 8, 9, and 10, 
of section 13 of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 555, dealing 
with forfeitures and the enforcement of the orders of the Commission, 
The word "all" is inserted; "chapter or in chapter one of this Act" 
inserted in lieu of " Act," for the reason that the Act refeired to is 
the Act of February 4, 1887, contained in chapters one and two of 
this bill; the words district court of the" are inserted for the reason 
that the first part of this section 13 of the Act of June 18, 1910, pro- 
vided for suits to be brought in the circuit court, and the circuit 
courts have been abolished. (Sec. 289 Judicial Code.) The language 
of the three paragraphs which make this section has been rearranged; 
but the existing law is not changed. 

Section 94: This section is deiived from a part of the Deficiency 
Appropriation Act of March 3, 1903, 32 Stat. L., 1062, authorizing 
the appointment by the President of an Assistant to the Attorney 
General and an Assistant Attorney General. The italics in the 
section appear for revision. 

Section 95: This section is taken from the latter part of section 9 
of the Act of March 2, 1889, 25 Stat. L., 862. The word "chapter" 
is substituted for "Act," as that part of the Act of March 2, 1889, 
referred to is revised in this chapter of the bill. 

Section 96: This section is derived from section 10 of the Act of 
June 29, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 595, and is continued in the bill for the 
reason that prior to the approval of the Act of June 29, 1906, there 
was much litigation pending in the courts under Acts prior to said 
Act of June 29, 1906, and as a safeguard in the event that any such 
litigation is as vet not terminated. 

Section 97: This section is derived from section 15 of the Act of 
June 18, 1910, and .is existing law. "chapter or in chapter one of 
this Act" substituted for "Act," as the Act referred to is revised in 
chapters 1 and 2 of this bill. 



CHAPTER THREE. 

SAFETY APPLIANCES ON RAILROAD CARS. 

Section 98 : This section is derived from section 1 of the Act of 
March 2, 1893, 27 Stat. L., 531, and from section 2 of the Act of 
March 2, 1903, 32 Stat. L., 943, which is an amendatory Act of the 
Act of March 2, 1893. The sections 1 and 2 of said Acts are blended 
together in section 98 of the bill, and the words "this chapter" are 
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substituted for "said Act," as the Act referred to is contained in 
this chapter of the bill. 

Section 99: This section is derived from section 2 of the Act of 
March 2, 1893, 27 Stat. L., 531, requiring automatic couplers on all 
cars. The section i3 existing law. 

Saction 100: This section is taken from section 3 of the Act of 
March 2, 1893, 27 Stat L., 531, and is existing law. The words 
" ninety-eight " are substituted for "one of this Act;" the word 
"chapter" is substituted for "Act." 

Saction 101: This section is derived from section 4 of the Act of 
March 2, 1893, requiring grab irons or handholds in the ends and 
sides of the cars of common carriers, and from section of the Act of 
April 14, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 298, requiring common carriers to equip 
their cars with secure sill steps, and efficient handbrakes, etc., the 
two sections being blended together in this section 101 of the bill. 
The italics appear for revision. 

Section 102: This section is derived from section 3 of the Act of 
April 14, 1910, and is existing law. The words "required," "the," 
and "last preceding" are substituted for "provided for," "section 
two of this Act," and "section four of the Act of March second, 
eighteen hundred and ninety-three," respectively, for the reason 
that the sections referred to appear in section 101 of this bill; the 
word "chapter" is substituted for "Act;" the words "prescribed in 
section one hundred and six" are inserted for correct revision; and 
the word "said" is substituted for "interstate Commerce;" and the 
word "now" is substituted for "upon the date of the passage of 
this Act." 

Section 103: This section is derived from section 4 of the Act of 
April 14, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 299, and the italics appearing within the 
section are necessary for revision. The section is existing law. 

Section 104: This section is taken from a part of section 5 of the 
Act of April 14, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 299, and tne italics appear within 
for correct revision, as the statute, Act, etc., referred to are revised 
in the sections which the italics indicate. 

Section 105: This section is existing law, derived from section 5 
of the Act of March 2, 1893, 27 Stat. L., 531, which is the section 
which . required the American Railway Association to designate to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission the standard height of draw- 
bars for freight cars, etc., and the italics appearing within the section 
are made necessary for revision. 

Section 106: Tnis section is taken from the Act of April 1, 1896, 
29 Stat. L., 85, which was the Act amending and reenacting section 
6 of the Act of March 2, 189.',, 27 Stat. L., 532. The word "chapter" 
appearing in italics in the section is substituted for "Act," as the 
Act referred to is revised in this chapter of the bill; the word "by" 
is substituted for the word "in," and the word "a" and the words 
"or suits" are omitted to improve the phraseology of the section. 

Section 107: This section is derived from section 7 of the Act of 
March 2, 189 ., 27 Stat. L., 5 2, and the italics appearing within the 
section are necessary for revision. This section was submitted to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission with the view of ascertaining if it 
could serve any practical purpose by being retained, and the Com- 
mission took the view that while there may be some possible doubt 
as to the authority of the Commission under this section to grant

extensions at the present time, as it had been advised that it had 
such authority, and, acting thereunder, it had recently issued an 
order granting extension of time to railroads in Porto Rico. Acting 
on the advice of the Interstate Commerce Commission that the 
section is now being followed, it is retained. 

Section 108: This section is derived from section 8 of the Act of 
March 2, 1893, 27 Stat. L. 512. The word "chapter" is substituted 
for "Act." 

Section 109: This section is derived from section 1 of the Act of 
March 2, 1903, 12 Stat. L. 94: >, and the italics appearing within this 
section are necessary for revision. The last part of the section 
appearing on existing law side of the report part two is omitted, 
containing the exceptions, in effect revised in section 106 of this bill, 
where the word "chapter"* is inserted. 

Section 110: This section is derived from sections 1, 2, and 5 of 
the Act of May 6, 1910, 16 Stat. L., 850, requiring railroads to make 
reports on all accidents to the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
etc., which Act of May 6, 1910, specifically repeals the Act of March 3, 
1901, ol Stat. L., 1446. The remaining part of the Act of May 6, 
1910, T6 Stat. L., ?50, T51, appears in sections 111 and 112 of this 
bill. The sections 1, 2, and 5 of the Act of May 6, 1910, which 
compose this section 110 of the bill, have been generally revised, 
and the words inserted in italics are as a result of this revision. 

Section 111 : This section is taken from sections 3 and 4 of the Act 
of May 6, 1910, lp Stat. L., 150, 351. Tne last sentence of section 
111, which contains section 4 of the Act of May 6, 1910, has the 
language rearranged to improve the phraseologv of the section, and 
the italics appearing within are necessarv for revision. 

Section 112: This section is taken from section 7 of the Act of 
May 6, 1910, £6 Stat. L., L51, and the word "chapter" is substituted 
for the word "Act" for the purpose of revision. 

Section 113: This section is derived from sections 1, 2, and 6 of 
the Act of May CO, 1908, ; 5 Stat. L., 476. The sections are blended 
together and section 6 is contained in section 11;> as a proviso. The 
word " section" is substituted for the word "Act" for revision. 

Section 114: This section is taken from section 3 of the Act of 
May 10, 1908, ?5 Stat. L., 476. The words "tne section last pre- 
ceding" are substituted for "this Act." The wording of the section 
has been rearranged to improve the phraseology, and the words 
"filed'' and "file" have been inserted to accomplish this. 

Section 115: This section is section 5 of the Act of Mav 30, 1908, 
35 Stat. L., 476, and the italics therein are necessary for revision. 

Section 116: This section is taken from the part of the Sundry Civil 
Act of May 27, 1908, 35 Stat. L., 324, which authorizes the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to investigate and make tests and report on 
the use and need of safety appliances. The section is existing law. 

Section 117: This section is taken from the part of the Sundry Civil 
Acts of May 27, 1908, 35 Stat. L., 325, and of March 4, 1909, 35 Stat, 
L., 96£>, and the italics appearing within the section are necessary for 
revision. The language of the section has been slightly altered for 
the improvement of the phraseology of the section. 

Section 118: This section is taken from section 1 of the Act of 
February 23, 1905, 33 Stat. L., 743, authorizing the President of the 
United States to cause to be prepared bronze medals of honor to be 
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bestowed upon persons saving or endeavoring to save lives from 
wrecks, etc. The section is existing law.

Sections 4386, 4387, 4388, 4389, and 4390 of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States are specifically repealed by the Act of June 29, 
1906, 34 Stat. L., 608, c. 3594, s. 5. 

The Act of March 3, 1901, entitled "An Act requiring commou car- 
riers engaged in interstate commerce to make full reports of all acci- 
dents to the Interstate Commerce Commission" is specifically repealed 
by section 6 of the Act of May 6, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 350, 351, c. 208, 
entitled "An Act requiring common carriers engaged in interstate 
and foreign commerce to make full reports of all accidents to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, and authorizing investigations 
thereof by said commission. ,, 

The Act of June 1, 1898, 30 Stat. L., 424, c. 370, entitled "An Act 
concerning carriers engaged in interstate commerce and their em- 
ployees, " is specifically repealed by section 11 of the Act of July 15, 
1913, 38. Stat. L., pp. 103-108, entitled "An Act providing for media- 
tion, conciliation, and arbitration in controversies between certain 
employers and their employ ees." 

The Act of June 11, 1906, 34 Stat. L., 232, c. 3073, entitled "An 
Act relating to liability of common carriers in the District of Colum- 
bia and Territories and common carriers engaged in commerce be- 
tween the States and between the States and foreign nations to 
their employees, " is omitted from the revision as being entirely 
superseded by the Act of April 22, 1908, 35 Stat. L., 65, 66, c. 149, 
entitled "An Act relating to the liability of common carriers by 
railroad to their employees in certain cases/' and by the Act of April 
5, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 291, c. 143, entitled "An Act to amend an Act 
entitled 'An Act relating to the liability of common carriers by rail- 
road to their employees in certain cases/ approved April twenty- 
second, nineteen hundred and eight." 

That part of the Act of June 18, 1910, 36 Stat. L., 544, c. 309, 
entitled "An Act to create a commerce court, and to amend the Act 
entitled 'An Act to regulate commerce/ approved February fourth, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, as heretofore amended, and for 
other purposes/' which relates to the establishment, jurisdiction, 
etc., of the commerce court, is specifically repealed by the Act oi 
October 22, 1913, 38 Stat. L., 219-221, c. 32, entitled "An Act 
making appropriations to supply urgent deficiencies in appropriations 
for the fiscal year nineteen hundred and thirteen, and for other pur- 
poses." 

Paragraph 60 of the Act of March 4, 1913, 37 Stat. L., pp. 974-996, 
c. 1 50, s. 8, entitled "An Act making appropriations to provide for 
the expenses of the government of the District of Columbia for the 
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fiscal year ending June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and fourteen, and 
for other purposes," is omitted from the revision as it is obsolete. 
The paragraph reads as follows : " That the inspector of gas and meters 
now prodded for by law shall transfer and deliver to the commission 
all books, maps, papers, records, apparatus, and the property of what- 
soever description in his possession, and said commission is author- 
ized to take possession of all books, maps, papers, records, apparatus, 
and property of whatsoever description.'^ It is taken for granted 
that immediate compliance with this requirement was had upon the 
approval of the Act and there seems to be no necessity for further 
carrying that provision in this bill. 
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
